I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Swanage  Urban  District  for  the  year  1942. 

The  birth  rate,  for  many  years  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  is  this  year  higher  being  18.3  per  1,000  population.  The  death 
rate,  16.3  per  1,000,  is  also  higher,  but  this  is  the  first  time  for  many 
years  that  it  has  been  lower  than  the  birth  rate. 

The  health  of  the  district  was  very  satisfactory.  The  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  was  low,  and  only  in  the  cases  of  Erysipelas  and 
Pneumonia  were  the  notification  rates  hirher  than  thoso  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  During  the  month  of  July  a  mild  Diarrhoea  was  prevalent, 
attaching  all  ares.  The  illness  lasted  about  48  hours  and  few  cases 
wore  sovore  enough  to  seek  medical  advice.  Laboratory  investigation  was 
not  possible  as  most  cases  had  recovered  before  the  prosenco  of  the 
illness  in  the  district  was  known.  It  seems  probable  that  the  condition 
was  duo  to  a  mild  attack  by  Bact.  Sonhei .  Ho  casos  of  Dysentery  were 
notified  by  medical  practitioners. 

The  percentage  of  childron  immunised  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  the 
ago  groups  1  to  5  yoars  and  5  to  15  yeard  rose  from  43^  to  46/o  and  from 
38/''  to  68/;  respectively.  The  position  can  not  bo  regardod  as  satisfactory 
until  a  much  higher  percentage-  of  the  child  population  is  protected  against 
Diphtheria.  The  number  of  paronts  who  object  to  having  their  children 
immunised  is  small,  but  many  appear  not  to  bo  sufficiently  interested  to 
bring  their  childron  under  5  years  to  the  contros  for  treatment.  The 
Council  have  appoaled  to  parents,  through  the  pross,  cinonas,  and  by  means 
of  posters  and  leaflets,  to  take  advantage  of  their  sohomo  for  the 
immunisation  of  their  childron. 

The  quality  of  milk  supplied  in  the  district  does  npt  appear  to  have 
beon  affoctod  adversely  by  war -tine  restrictions,  except  for  a  short  period 
at  the  end  of  April  and  beginning  of  May  .whop,  complaints  were  roceived  of 
the  poor  keoping  quality  following  delivery.  This  was  found  to  bo  duo  to 
the  introduction  by  dairynon  of  delivery  on  alternate  days.  ■  Daily 
delivery  was  revortod  to  and  complaints  ceased.  I-t  is  estimated  that 
approximately  00^  of  tho  milk  delivered  in  the  district  is  pasteurised, 
although  all  of  this  is  not  sold  as  pasteurised  milk. 

Tho  number  of  casos  of “scabies  and  verminous  conditions  reported  show 
no  increase  on  tho  previous  year,  but  are  higher  than  in  peace-time.  The 
arrangements  for  the  troatmqnt  of  thoso  conditions  at. the  Cleansing  Section 
of  tho  First  nid  Post  continue  to  function  satisfactorily.  Tho  Council 
arc,  in  this  rospoct,  indebted  to  tho  nonbers  of  tho  Rod  Cross  and  St.  John 
Organisation  who  give  their  services  voluntarily  for  the  carrying  out  of 
■  treatment  of  cases  undor  the  supervision  of  the  Sis,ter-in-Chargo  of  the 
First  Aid  Post. 

I  should  like  to  oxpross  my  thanks  to  yourselves  for  your  consideration 
and  support,  and  also  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  co-oporation  and 
the  efficient  manner  in  which  ho  has  carried  out  his  many  duties  during  tho 
year.
